Mrs. Carrie Chapman (’ait, presi­ 
dent of the association, was on the 
program today to outline the plan 
of unionization. 
The delegates wet" 
told that the union, while having a 
semblance of a political party, will 
not have for its aim political ascend­ 
ency. It will be the re-orga aint ion of 
the present association, and its chief 
object will be to bring clearly to the 
front the advantages of possessing 
the right to vote. 
One plan for the union that may 
be considered calls for a congress. 
One house would be composed ot 
representatives of the 7,S00,600 wo­ 
men from states which have full suf­ 
frage. 
The other would be compos­ 
ed of representatives of non-vbting 
states. 
Each house would be al­ 
lowed to consider its own problems, 
and national problems would be con- 
m tie red in joint session.

As soon as the matter 
was taken to the attention of the 
authorities by Mr. Horton, the ac­ 
cused Were released .and an investi­ 
gation ordered by General Paraske- 
op Milos proved the chargee, which 
hail been characterized by Horten as 
“ ridiculous and fantastic,” to be ab­ 
solutely baseless. 
The Rev. Mr. Cooper was charged 
with transmitting information to the
